ADMIRAL KANARIS. 


The following portrait of Kanaris forms one 
of the Sketches in ‘‘Howe’s Greek Revolution.’’ 
—We are prepared by it, in a degree, for the ex- 
| traordinary adventures which have made his 
| name a sort of trumpet-call for the brave and 

extraordinary of our age. There is nothing in 

the tale of other days worthier of poetry, or 
| statuary, or history, than what we have known 
| to have been achieved by this mild, quiet, un- 
| pretending warrior-Greek. 

| **He is by birth an Ipsariote, and hitherto 
' been known only by those immediately about 
| him, who loved him for his mildness and good- 
ness of heart, and respected him for his sterling 
integrity. No one could ever divine the character 
of Kanaris from his personal appearance. 





| slender but well made; and his mild and inte- 
| resting countenance bespeaks rather feminine 
goodness of heart, than what he really posses- 
sesa mind that knows no fear. He appears in- 
sensible to danger; and his resolutions, which 
might be easily altered by persuasion, are made

The 
train, communicating with the combustibles, they 
flashed forth in one broad blaze, which instant- 
ly began to envelepe the Turkish ship, where en- 
sued a scene of horrer and confusion, among the 
twelve hundred persons on board, more easily 
imagined than described.

** The Hydriote had struck a Turkish cevonty- 
four and was fired; but unfortunately she baund- 
ed off anid did. no harm.

| each twenty oars rowed rapidly down, which 

were illuminated by the bright blaze from the 
burning — at day-light they were off Cape 
Blanco, and at 10, A. M. fell,in with two Greek 
vessels which were cruizing for them, and got 
safely on board without having lost a man. 

And again. He had repeatedly urged the 
government to furnish all the means of attacking 
the fleet of the enemy with fire ships.

AUCTION SYSTEM. 

The Committee of Ways and Means to whom 
this subject was referred, after examining the 
various memorials, and hearing the testimony of 
several merchants in attendance, from the prin- 
cipal commercial cities of the Union, reported a 
Bill in substance as follows. 

In the preamble they state the conviction that 
the present Auctiom System furnishes great fa- 
cilities for the perpetration of frauds upon the 
community, as well as upon the public revenue. 
So far as the interests of the community are | 
connected, they think Congress has no right to ; 
interfere, every State having an undoubted right 
to tolerate whatever form of sale it may think 
proper, but in relation to frauds committed upon 
the revenue, the Committee say there can 
be no question either as to the right or duty 
of Congress to interpose its authority. Under 
this view of the subject they reported a Bill 
containing the following provisions

And no duplicate of such goods, ware or mer- 
chandize, or other effects whatever, shal! be sold 
at the said sale. And for the vivlation of each 
or eithet of the provisions of thie section, the 
Auctiogeer shall incur a penalty of @8000. 

A penalty of $1000 is imposed on the auc- 

tioneer who may did, or any one who may bid for 
him, at his own sales, nor at such sales shall 
the auctioneer bid for others. 
Any auctioneer who shall sell goods, or any 
reon for him, that he knows have been - 
gled, is made liable ina penalty to their full 
value. 

Pereona buying at auction can hold the auo- 
tioneer liable for the period of seven days afier 
purchased for all frauds he may discover in his 
goods, and longer if he can prove the auctioneer 
was privy tothe fraud. 

Goods sold are liable to the following regula- 
tions: 

1. If of foreign growth, produce, or manufac- 
ture, by the entire original package as imported, 
in lote exceeding in amount $150 for each sepa- 
rate let, at the rate of $2.50 on every 8100.
